Arts  District  Station  Update 

CCA  spoke  at  the  Metro  Board  of  Directors  regarding  the  Division  20  project  in  the 
Arts  District.  For  the  past  several  months,  we  have  been  asking  Metro  to  design 
the  Division  20  project  in  a  way  that  would  not  preclude  a  rail  station  in  the  Arts 
District.  Due  to  our  advocacy  with  a  strong  coalition  of  property  owners  and  other 
organizations  focused  on  Downtown’s  mobility,  such  as  FAST,  we  were  able  to  get 
the  Board  to  approve  a  motion  that  would  commence  a  study  of  an  Arts  District  rail 
station.  This  study  is  expected  to  be  heard  at  the  Metro  Board  meeting  in  April. 

Today,  the  Board  took  two  actions  regarding  Division  20:  it  adopted  the  Initial 
Study/Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (IS/MND)  and  it  exempted  the  project  from 
CEQA.  CCA  asked  the  Board  to  continue  the  item  until  the  next  meeting  so  it  could 
be  considered  with  the  study  and  we  raised  an  objection  to  the  CEQA  exemption. 
Although  we  were  unsuccessful  at  delaying  approval  of  the  Division  20  work,  we 
will  continue  to  push  for  an  Arts  District  station  at  6th  Street  near  Mesquite  Street. 

Additionally,  CCA  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  Division  20  project  to  increase 
capacity  on  the  Red  and  Purple  Lines.  Metro  has  received  a  significant  Federal 
grant  to  extend  the  Purple  Line  westward  and  to  widen  the  tracks  and  portal  at 
Division  20  to  increase  service  on  that  Line,  and  the  Board  moved  forward  with  the 
project  today  to  ensure  the  Federal  funding  remains  in  place. 

CCA  will  push  for  an  Arts  District  station  at  the  April  27  Metro  Board  of  Directors 
meeting  and  encourages  our  members  to  do  the  same.

This  week  CCA  spoke  at  the  Board  of 
Neighborhood  Commissioners 
(BONC)  regarding  the  formation  of  the 
Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council 
(SRNC).  Currently,  DTLA  has  two 
Neighborhood  Councils:  Downtown 
Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council 
(DLANC)  and  the  Historic  Cultural 
Neighborhood  Council  (HCNC). 

Under  a  new  provision  to  the 
Neighborhood  Council  enabling 
legislation  allowing  for  the  subdivision 
of  existing  Neighborhood  Councils,  a 
new  Neighborhood  Council  is  being 
proposed:  SRNC. 

This  Neighborhood  Council  will  need 
to  be  approved  by  DTLA  stakeholders. 

The  election  is  currently  scheduled 
to  take  place  on  Thursday,  April  6. 
Right  now,  votes  must  be  cast 
in-person  at  the  James  Wood 
Community  Center  located  at  400  E. 
5th  Street  from  3-7p.m. 

All  DTLA  stakeholders  should  weigh-in 
on  this  proposal  as  it  will  remove  the 
Skid  Row  neighborhood  from  DLANC 
and  part  of  HCNC.  CCA  supports  voter 
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engagement  and  we  are  concerned 
that  DTLA  stakeholders  will  not 
participate  in  this  vote  due  to  lack  of 
notification,  limited  opportunity  to  vote 
and  a  solitary  polling  location. 


This  week,  CCA  spoke  at  the  Rules, 
Elections,  Intergovernmental  Relations 
and  Neighborhoods  Committee 
regarding  online  voting  for  the 
formation  of  Neighborhood  Councils. 
CCA  supports  online  voting  as  it  will 
increase  voter  engagement.  The 
committee  approved  online  voting  and 
we  will  continue  to  monitor  this  issue 
to  make  sure  it  is  in  place  for  all  DTLA 
Neighborhood  Council  elections, 
including  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood 
Council.
